TERRIBLE DISTRESS, 


A Case that Demades Immediate At- 
. tention. 


A woeful case of sicknesd, suffering 
and destitution came to the ears of a 
Gazetre reporter this morning. Mrs. 
Annie Jacobs, a widow" weman, with 
two.small children, living on Lake 
street, was said te be lying sick with 
erysipelas, and insensible, without 
medical or other attention. The re- 
porter visited the house and found 
Mrs. Jacobs senseless and blind from 
the ravages of the terrible disease. 
She has been down for three or four 


days and eut of her head for the last 
twenty-four hours; and up to last 
night had received no medical atten- 
tion whatever. No person had been 
with the sick woman except her two 
children. The eldest, a girl ef ten 
ears, has scalded her foot and leg so 
ly in her endeavors te cook that 
she is unable te stand upon it. Last 
night Mrs. Jacobs, in & spasm 3 
rolled out of bed, and the children 
must have had an awful time in get- 
ting herback again. Theterrible situa- 
tion of the family became known only 
through an accident. The carpenter 
whe built the house had left some 
toels there. Happening to need them, 
he went to the heuse last night and 
found the state of affairs mentioned. 
He immediately notified A. F. Reed 
whe called Dr. Snow. This morning 
Mrs. Wallace volunteered to act as 
nuree until something could be done; 
but she is ailing herself and unable to 
fulfill the duties of a nurse in this 
case. Mr. Reed and Dr. Snow intend 
calling the attention of the relief com- 
mittee te the matter to-day, and the 
will doubtless see that a nurse 
medical attendance is provided. Hu- 
manity ceuld hardly do less, There 
are plenty ef funds in their hands 
which they could apply te no nobler 
cause or 8 case, Mrs. Jacobs 
was burned out in the fire. Before 
that time she had managed to support 
herself and children with her needle. 
Through the assistance of the relief 
cemmittee and Mr. Reed, combined 
with what little means she herself 
sed, she was enabled te rebuild 
er house, and ceuld have tten 
ong, probably, witheut further aid 
had it not been fer falling sick. It 1s 
awful to think ef those two small 
children alone for three days with 
their helpless and insensible mother. 
It is a case that appeals to every sym-

A Live Cou untess In Reno and Her Ro- 
mantic Story—She Deliveres a Free 
Lecture To-morrow Evening. 


Countess Brolowky, a noble Polish 
lady and a widow of a distinguished 
officer in the Prussian army, arrived 


here last night.. Hearing a little of 
her romantic histery from Rev. Mr. 
Drahms, a Gazetrs reporter called on 
her at the Golden Eagle hotel, and 
learned something ef her past life. 
Her husband was a Prussian nobleman 
of high rank, a major in the Prussian 


army, and a distinguished engineer, 
but Madam Brelowky is a Russian 
Pole. Count Brolowky served gal- 
lantly in the Franco-Prussian war, and 
received a weund which rendered his 
health unfit for military life. Resign- 
ing his commission in the Prussian 
army, he sold his preperty and came 
to — with his wife. When he 
arrived in New York Count Brolowky 
had about $150,000; but his military 
life and training had unfitted him for 
business, and be fell into the hands of 
some swindling land speculators, who 
sold him, under representa- 
tions, a vast tract of worthless land in 
Wisconsin at $65 per acre. This and 
other disastrous speculations soon re- 
duced his fortune te a mere pittance. 
Becoming discouraged in the east, 
Ceunt Brolowky determined to go to 
Californie and try and recuperate his 
broken fertunes. Gathering together 
what remained ef his fortune—about 
$3000—he went to the 


GOLDEN STATE, 
but times did net improve with him 
His health became worse and poverty 
stared him in the face. Thus beset 
with difficulties he did what many 


others have done, undertook to drown 
his sorrews in the glass. His weakep- 
ed constitution could not stand the 
effects of alcohol, and a few days 

he died, leaving Madame Brolowky 
and her little daughter, aged five, des- 
titute and friendless. Madame Brol- 
owky immediately sold her few eff- 
ects, and started to return to Chi . 
but her means gave out at this peint 
and she was fe to stop. Mr. 
Drahms became acquainted with her 
situation, and has generously interest- 
ed himself in her behalf. It has been 
arrange for her to give a lecture on 
“Russia and Poland, with reminis- 
cenes of Siberian Exiles,” to-morrow 
evening, Mr. Drabms having kindly 
tendered the use of the Coagregation- 
al church fer the purpose. The lect- 
ure will be free. Madame Brolowky 
is an intelligent lady, highly educated, 
speaking five languages, and translates 
readily in Hebrew, Greek d

exiled to Siberia for expressing- sym- 
pathy for Poland.
